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Charles Miller Resigns; Romulus City 
Council To Choose His Replacement 
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Charles Miller

Romulus City Council members 
could choose a replacement for former 
colleague Charles Miller as early as 
Monday, September 27. 


Miller, who submitted a letter of 
resignation to City Clerk Linda Choate 
prior to the Council's September 13 
meeting, had walked out of a study 
session onthe City's water shut-off policy 
earlier that evening. 

Miller's frustration with what he sees 
as the City's failure to help handicapped 
residents, as well as others facing unex- 
pected financial difficulties, apparently 
precipitated a decision thathe had been 
contemplating for sometime. In fact, the 
resignation letter submitted by Miller 
was originally dated for November 2003. 

"In most cases, a citizen would be 
honored with the opportunity to serve as 
a councilman in the community in which 
he lived," Miller wrote ina recent letter to 
the editor, which appears on page 2 of 
this issue. "In this case, however, | 
found it impossible to work for the wel- 
fare of the community when the environ- 
ment in which | worked was wrought 
with deal-making, specialinterests, and 
a generally unsympathetic attitude to- 
ward the needs of those we are elected 
to serve." 


Miller told The Romulus News that 
his decision was not an easy one. 

"| was deeply honored by the sup- 
port | received from Romulus voters in 
2001, and | took my responsibility to 
them very seriously," he said. 

Miller's resignation seemed to sur- 
prise and even disconcert many of the 
City's elected officials. 

"Unless he had some really strong 
personal reason for resigning, | wish he 
would have completed his term," said 
Councilman Bill Wadsworth. "The peo- 
ple of the City of Romulus put their trust 
in him when they elected him." 

A statement issued by Mayor Alan 
R. Lambert noted, "| am very disap- 
pointed to hear that Mr. Miller quit the 
city council seat to which he was elected 
by the people. My administration stands 
on our achievements and will continue 
to work with the other elected officials in 
the ongoing effort to improve the quality 
of life for our residents.” 

City Clerk Choate wrote to Miller, °| 
was sorry to receive your letter of resig-

Runway Closures May Modity Air Traffic Patterns 


Construction projects begun by the 
Wayne County Airport Authority on Sep- 
tember 7 will require consecutive clo- 
sures of two parallel runways at Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne County Airport 
(DTW) until later this year. 

"When one of the airport's parallel 
runways is closed, Federal Air Traffic 
Control will occasionally use Runway 
27 for arrivals, particularly at peak 
times, tomaintain DTW's capacity," said 
CEO Lester Robinson. "When all run- 
ways are available, 27L is usually used 
only when there are strong winds di- 
rectly out of the west.” 

In apress release issued on August 
31, Noise Program manager Scott Rob- 
erts noted, "When Runway 27L is being 
used for arrivals, we begin receiving 
telephone calls and e-mails from people 
wholive in neighborhoods along Eureka 
Road, east of the airport, in the commu- 
nities of Romulus, Taylor, Southgate, 
and even as far away as Wyandotte. 
They are wondering why that runway, 


which runs parallel with Eureka Road, is 
being used in calm conditions. We 
wanted to alert everybody well in ad- 
vance that this is going to happen.” 

Michael Conway, director of Public 
Affairs & Environment, said, "Histori- 
cally, weather conditions necessitate 
the use of the crosswind runways, 27R 
and 27L, only 5% of the time. FAA Air 
Traffic Control assigns airéraft primarily 
to the four parallel runways for superior 
capacity. However, when a parallel is 
closed, under certain conditions, ATC 
will blend in some arrivals on 27L to 
maintain flight schedules.” 

The projects, on two ends of two 
parallel runways, involve the grading of 
soil and the construction of "blast pads" 
to prevent jet blast from creating un- 
even conditions on the soil off the ends 
of the runways. Airport spokespersons 
say that the grading and asphalt blast 
pads contribute to safer conditions in 
the unlikely event of an aircraft under- 
shoot or overshoot of a runway. A fed- 


eral contribution of $1 million was pro- 
vided forthe project on August 16, when 
FAA administrator Marion Blakey vis- 
ited Detroit to grant funding for this and 
other DTW projects. | 

"These projects are required by the 
FAA and are necessary to maintain our 
continuing compliance with federal air- 
field safety standards," said Planning & 
Capital Improvement director Ali Dib. 

"While the runways are closed for 
contractor construction ofthe blast pads 
and regrading of the runway safety 
areas, WCAA Airfield Maintenance 
crews willtake the opportunity to perform 
routine electrical and pavement mainte- 
nance," said maintenance director Jo- 
seph Egan. "This reduces the need for 
future closures, and helps to maintain 
an efficient airfield. 

"The preliminary schedule calls for 
work to continue into November, but we 
hope the weather cooperates and the 
projects are completed well before the 
Thanksgiving holiday," he added.

nation from Romulus City Council. Yours 
was a different voice; a voice of the 
people which is always necessary inthe 
grand scheme of things. ... However, | 
applaud you for your courage to resign 
from something that you felt did not fit. 
Based on the date of your letter, it was 
not something you did in haste, but 
something you did after much thought 
and soul searching." 

In accordance with the Romulus 
City Charter, Council now faces the task 
of choosing a replacement for Miller. 
Council has 45 days from the date of 
Miller's resignation to fill the vacancy. 

Although the Charter does not re- 
quire the Council to use any particular 
method for choosing anew member, at 
least one councilman believes that a 
precedenthas already been established. 

"Years ago, when Mayor Lambert 
was a city councilman, he resigned his 
position to join the Romulus Police De- 
partment," said Wadsworth, who was 
also acouncil member at the time. "The 
Council chose [Fred] "Junior" Block to 
fill the seat because he came in eighth 
in the previous election. 

“In the 2001 election, Council can- 
didate Michael Wojtylko finished eighth 
in the voting,” Wadsworth continued. “I 
think that choosing him to fill Mr. Miller's 
seat would be the fair, impartial, nonpo- 


litical thing to do. 

"If he's not interested," he added, 
“we should continue down the list [of 
candidates from the 2001 election] until 
we find someone who is." 

Wojtylko has already indicated that 
he will accept the Council's appoint- 
ment, if offered. 

"lam most definitely interested in 
being considered to fill the vacancy," he 
told The Romulus News. "Whether | 
receive the appointment or not, | intend 
to run for council in the 2005 election." 

Despite Wadsworth's statements, 
not everyone believes that the Council 
should feel compelled to choose Woityl- 
ko as Miller's replacement. 

"| think that Don Morris is the most 
sensible choice," said one resident. "He 
has the advantage of being a former 
councilman who already knows the 
ropes, and his extensive experience as 
a local businessman and school district 
administrator would be valuable assets, 
as well." 

Morris came in tenth in the 2001 
election, just three votes behind ninth- 
place finisher Wandra Raspberry. 

Barry Baumann — another former 
Romulus city councilman favored by 
some residents due to his previous ex- 
perience — finished eleventh, followed 
by Steven Lewkowicz and Christopher 
Walock. U

University of Akron Donates 
$500 to RHS for DARE Help 


Four officials from the University of 
Akron recently visited Romulus High 
School to present principal Dan Hurst 
with a check for $500. The money was 
a thank-you gift for helping the univer- 
sity conduct a nationwide review of the 
Drug Abuse Resistance Education 
(DARE) program. 

"Our nationwide program involves 
84 schools — half in the experimental 
group, and half in the control group,” 
explained DARE program coordinator 
Dave Stanifer. "Romulus High Schoolis 
in the control group, which means that 
the RHS students are receiving the tra- 
ditional DARE program instruction." 

Coordinator Stanifer added that 
RHS students reported excellent re- 
sults on the voluntary surveys they com- 
pleted last year. 

"Romulus students are far above 
the national DARE averages, and are 
responding very favorably to the tradi- 
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tional DARE program," he concluded. 
Principal Hurst was proud of his 
students’ survey results, and stressed 
the positive nature of this RHS—Univer- 
sity of Akron cooperative program. 
"You are always welcome at Romu- 
lus High School, and we look forward to 
continuing to work with you in the fu- 
ture," he told Stanifer and additional 
university representatives Joseph Wil- 
liams, Nancy Perri, and Nancy LeBeau. 
Hurst noted that students and their 
parents are initially contacted about their 
willingness to complete the program's 
anonymous survey, which contains 
questions about substance abuse. The 
survey results help the Akron officials 
document the effectiveness of both the 
traditional and new DARE instructional 
programs. ; 
Only those students who agree to 
take the survey and who have parental 
permission fill out the questionnaire.

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Romulus Wesleyan Church Engaged It in MOB Activities

lt has been revealed that the 150- 
_year-old Romulus Wesleyan Church — 
notorious for once being a station in the 
Underground Railroad—has begun MOB 
activities. The Mass of Believers is the 
new name for the church's youth group. 

Anew Revolution Service, the brain- 
child of youth pastor Ken Beesley, fea- 
tures an informal setting, acafe, avideo 
game room, and a Christian rock band 
called Pierced. The church, located at 
Five Points, opens its doors at 6:30 p.m. 
on Sunday nights; the service is from 
7:30 to 8:30 p.m. Afterward, the church 
remains open until TO p.m. for additional 
fellowship. 

The purpose of the new service is to 
reach the youth of Romulus and sur- 
rounding communities "where they are, " 
according to Beesley. To the youth of 
today, church is often seen as boring, 
filled with archaic rules and traditions, 
and hostile to their fashion, culture, and 
individuality. Without compromising the 
basic facts of Christian faith, the Revo- 
lution Service aims to show that Chris- 
tianity is vibrant and exciting, an adven- 
ture, not a set of rules designed to put 
kids into little boxes. 

“Having the church open from 6:30 
to 10 p.m. gives the kids a place to hang 
outinasafe environment," said Beesley, 
22. "There really isn't any place in town 
for kids right now, and too many of them 
end up partying. The Revolution Ser- 
vice willbe a positive alternative to that." 

The band Pierced, from New Be- 
ginnings Church in Wayne, performs 
Christian rock and roll in the main sanc- 
tuary area before the sermon, while 
downstairs is a café with soft drinks, 
cappuccino, andsnacks. Upstairs, there 
is a large room with three TVs and 
various video games. The room is fur- 
nished with a dozen bean bag chairs. 
Adult members of the church will be in 
attendance for supervision, and to offer 
counseling, prayer, anda friendly smile. 

According to senior pastor Steve 
Adams, the church decided about four 
years ago to start a youth outreach 
program, and hired Beesley as youth 


pastor two years ago to put the plans 
into action. The church also purchased 
a house on Huron River Drive, just 
around the corner from the church, and 
converted the garage into a youth meet- 
ing hall known simply as The Garage. 

"We stepped out in faith, and we're 
seeing the results now,” saia Adams. 
"We've explained to the congregation 
that unchurched kids will be coming in. 
Some kids with tattoos and piercings 
are going to walk in the front door, and 
it's our job to love them and not judge 
them. I'm happy to say ourmembers are 
very supportive of this new service." 

The Revolution Service continues 
a tradition of youth-oriented activities at 
Romulus Wesleyan. Three years ago, 
Pastor Adams and member Gary Ford 
started J-Splat, a paint-ball outreach for 
kids and teens. The recent Romulus 
Pumpkin Festival included a roller 
hockey tournament, which is sponsored 
and managed by the church every year. 
Pastors Adams and Beesley, as well as 
the church body in general, have made 
it a priority to reach out to high-school 
and college-age youth. 

Since joining the Romulus Wes- 
leyan Church, Beesley has implemented 
several small group programs for junior- 
high boys, junior-high girls, senior-high 
boys, and senior-high girls. Beesley's 
wife Sarah and several other women of 
the church lead the girls' groups. The 
Revolution Service brings these groups 
into the main church building. During 
"The Price Is Right" —the program's first 
service, held on August 21 — members 
of the audience guessed the price of a 
music CD and a bag of candy. The 
message focusedon the price that Christ 
has already paid for each of us. 

The Revolution Service will be a 
weekly event at the church.

The Da Vinci Code by Dan Brown 


Reviewed by Jan Conrad 

There are few books that have 
caught the attention of the public as 
much as: The Da Vinci Code by Dan 
Brown. On best-sellers lists for over 18 
months, The Da Vinci Code has be- 
come acultural phenomenon. The book 
has given rise to a resurged interest in 
the private life of Jesus, his relationship 
with Mary Magdalene, early Christian 
history, secret societies, and the mean- 
ing of various symbols and icons. 

Unfortunately, not all is well in the 
novel. Despite its intriguing thesis and 
numerous thought-provoking state- 
ments, readers must overlook many 
holes in the plot. 

For example, the Louvre'’s curator 
is shot inthe stomach by amanwhohas 
devoted a great deal of time and effortto 
hunthim down, gain his secret, andthen 
destroy him. Yet, when the magazine of 
the killer's weapon is empty after a first 
shot, the killer doesn't bother to reload 
and finish off his victim. Seems like a 
handy-dandy way to allow the curator to 
set things in motion, but certainly makes 
for sloppy behavior on the part of the 
otherwise meticulous killer. 

And the victim, Jacques Sauniere, 
seems to possess an amazing level of 
medical expertise — enough to deduce 
that a stomach wound will result in a 
slow seepage of stomach acid into the 
chest cavity, producing death in pre- 
cisely 15 minutes. This gives himtime to 
run around the museum, setting up an 
elaborate display that will convey a 
message to his granddaughter, whom 


he hasn't even seen in 10 years. But | 
wonderifall that running around, shuck- 
ing off clothing, and lifting heavy paint- 
ings wouldn't have hastened the move- 
ment of stomach acid and the quick- 
ness of death. Not to mention the pres- 
ence of shock and pain, and their effects 
on Sauniere's ability to think clearly and 
quickly enough to work out his plan. | 
also have serious doubts about a dying 
man's ability to arrange his body in a 
precise formation, andthen keep itthere 
while he died a painful death. 

But, even if a reader could swallow 
such unrealistic plot developments, the 
story remains poorly written. Quite of- 
ten throughout the story, | thought | was 
back in college, listening to a semi- 
interesting lecture by a professor who 
had good ideas, but lost them in the 
drone of his own voice. Both of the main 
characters, Robert_Langdon and Sophie 
Neveu, were guilty of this. They went on 
and on about historical data which both 
of them, given their backgrounds, should 
have already known. It was a clumsy 
device to give readers background in- 
formation in a complicated plot. 

These are only a few of the prob- 
lems encountered in the novel. Despite 
that, it is an interesting yarn that can 
keep the reader's attention. If you can 
stomach the sloppy writing, it is prob- 
ably worth reading, just to know what 
the hubbub is about.
